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Introduction 



Terms of reference 

1 We were appointed by the Central Housing Advisory Committee 
in February 1968 'to review the practice of housing authorities in 
allocating tenancies and rehousing and to suggest rules or principles 
to be followed in these matters' and held our first meeting in April 
1 968. 



Membership 

2 In order to secure a wider representation of experience, we invited 
Miss Elizabeth Burney, Mrs. Pauline Crabbe, Alderman Dr. Louis 
Glass, Alderman I. Bowen Griffith, Mr. Adrian Kelly, Mr. John 
Ruscoe and Mr. Julius Silverman to serve as co-opted members of 
the Sub-Committee. 

3 Owing to ill-health, Alderman Dr. Louis Glass felt obliged to 
resign from the Sub-Committee in October 1968 after our seventh 
meeting. We wish to record our gratitude to Dr. Glass for his 
invaluable assistance during the earlier part of our inquiry. 



Method of inquiry 

4 We called for evidence by a general press notice and by invitation 
to selected individuals and organisations. A questionnaire was sent 
to 131 local authorities. A full list of those who gave evidence to us 
and an account of the sampling basis for the selection of local 
authorities are given in Appendices 1 and 2. 

5 The Sub-Committee met on twenty-five days. We were asked to 
complete our work in about a year. This length of time proved to be 
inadequate and we are very conscious of the fact that our 
treatment of the various relevant issues is uneven. We have attempted 
to focus our attention on the main issues and have indicated where 
further study is required.
